British leader declared: 


"We take our stand at your 


side." 
. Churchill, speaking slowly from 
notes, told congress the British 
are "very glad" that "you do not 
allow the Chinese anti-Commu- 
nists on Formosa to be invaded." 


And he predicted that in tim« 


China would throw off Commu- 
nism. 


Policy Closer 


By implication at least, these 


remarks moved British policy m 
the Far East closer to that of the 
United States. 


Britain has recognized Commu- 


nist China while this country still 
recognizes the Nationalist govern- 
ment of Chiang Kai Shek. 


In other highlights, Churchill: 


1. Said he believes that "by 


accumulating deterrents of all 
hinds against aggression," the 
free nations and the world nil I 
lie able to avoid another world 
war. 


Z. Admonished that the United 


Stales should not agree to out- 
lawing,atomic bombs under pres- 
ent world conditions. "Be care- 
ful, above all thing*, not to let 
go of the atomic weapon until 
you are sure and more than sure 
that the means of preserving 
peace are In your hands," he 
said. 
Just before his caution about 


the A-bomb, Churchill had said the 
most "effective deterrent against 
a third world war" was the "vali- 
ant resolution" of a well-armed 
international force," rather than 
the .awful secret which has been 
wrested from nature." 


Most Effective 


"Supreme d e t e r m i n a t i o n " 


against another war would be the 
most effective guaranty of vic- 
tory, he said. 


Churchill in black suit and a 


dotted bow tie, delivered his ad- 
dress from what appeared to be 
notes. No advance text was given 
to news reporters. 


For Churchill, the address was 


a climactic point to his American 
journey, undertaken to seek closer 
understanding and ties with the 
United States, now that his coun- 
try had returned him to the leader- 
ship he exercised during the war.

Warren made no mention of Sen. 


Robert A. Taft of Ohio, another 
GOP presidential candidate. 
But 


it was obvious his remarks were 
directed pnmarily toward national 
committee members who are back- 
ing the Ohioan's bid for the nom- 
ination. 


Taft has stood for many "social 


progress" measures but he gen- 
erally is accused by most of his 
critics of repiesentmg the so-call- 
ed conservative wing of the party.

Bitter Factional Fight Can 


Lose Election for GOP 


Back in 1924, Democratic presidential prospects looked 


bright before convention time. The incumbent Republican 
administration was shot through with scandal. Its brief hold 
on the country seemed to be slipping. 


Yet the GOP won the election in a landslide. Undoubtedly 


many things accounted for this outcome, but not the least 
was the fact that the Democrats engaged in a bitter factional 
fight which frittered away their strength and alierated 
countless votes. 


The battle came to a head in the Democratic convention 


at Madison Square Garden. The delegates struggled through 
104 ballots before they finally agreed on a compromise can- 
didate, John W. Davis. When it was ended, the party was 
. exhausted—and so were its chances of election.

Except that the parties are reversed, there is a certain 


parallel at this stage between 1924 and 1952. 
This time 


it is a Democratic administration that is scandal-ridden and 
apparently held in low public esteem. It is the Republicans 
whose chances, after 20 years, look bright. 


And yet it is the Republicans, too, who face the kind of 


factional strife that helped lick the Democrats in 1924.

Of course, there is nothing new about the cleavage be- 


i tween the conservative and liberal wings of the GOP. Like 


', the division between northern and southern Democrats, it 
• Is continuously evident in congress and in the country at 
large in presidential years. 


Nevertheless, the combat between these two GOP wings 


promises to be sharper this year than ever. The conserva- 
tive forces behind Senator Taft believe this is their hour, 


' and they are going all-out to prove it. They declare the 
: liberal faction has had its chances to capture the presidency 
1 and failed.

The liberal group doesn't see it that way. They believe 


that in General Eisenhower they have a candidate who can 
win and who has the makings of a fine president. In Sen- 
ator Lodge's words, they are in the fight to the finish. 


Such competition is healthful; it is the essence of Amer 


i ica. But the leaders on both sides of this battle should take 
• note of history. A party which consumes itself in factional 
J bitterness invites grave risks. 
: 
As was demonstrated in 1924, it may have no strength 


' left for a vigorous post-convention campaign. And by in- 


dulging in the extremes of acrimony it may turn away mil- 
lions of its potential supporters. The upshot could be to rub 
the fine sheen off its current presidential prospects and vir- 


' tually hand the election to the opposition.

This danger lies ahead for the Republican party. How 


, it meets -it is a test that the American electorate will watch 
' with keen interest.

A Jammed Zipper Delayed Gen. Buck Lanham's 


Statement on Ike's GOP Acceptance

PARIS—The world would have known about 25 minutes earlier 


General Eisenhower's decision to accept a nomination from the Re- 
publican convention but for an unfortunate mishap which should be, 
henceforth, a calculated risk of this mechanical age. Brigadier Gen- 
eral Buck Lanham's zipper got jammed just as he was about to 
read General Eisenhower's formal statement to a large gathering of 
journalists of assorted nationalities and seven newsreel cameras in ^ 
an office in the supreme headquarters of the allied 
powers in Europe. General Lanham is an infantry 
soldier, but there are many engineers and techni- 
cians in the supreme headquarters so, for the few 
few moments, this caprice of a temperamental 
mechanism seemed unimportant. 


"Alors, it makes nothing," General Lanham 


said with magnificent savoir faire. for he has been 
studying French in compliance with a firm official 
policy which requires all hands to speak French. 
One advantage of this policy is that it enables 
Americans and British to understand one another. 
Another is that when a general's zipper gets its transmission fouled 
he can face the situation with sang froid. 
General Lanham wears 


the combat infantry badge and the Purple Heart and his right leg 
below the knee is stuck on with scotch tape but he never felt more 
uneasy in battle than he did when he nonchalantly grabbed the latch 
on his zipper and gave it a yank and nothing happened. 


A young lady who works in an adjoining office, sorting tele- 


phone calls for General Lanham, tactfully asked "Is there anything 
wrong, General? Is there anything I can do?" 


"The answers are 'yes' and 'no,' in that order," General Lanham.| 


said. "Please close the door and go away and please tell them there 
will be a slight delay in the release of General Eisnhower's state- 
ment." 


General Lanham is the press officer of SHAPE and, although he 


is crowded with honors, nevertheless, you well might say that his 
entire career, his whole life, had been pointed at this critical mo- 
ment, the only time in history wnen a brigadier general of the Amer- 
ican army was called upon to be prompt, efficient and prepared for 
any eventuality, in the acceptance by a five-star general of the Re- 
publican nomination, if any, if and when, It should be preferred by 
the 1952 convention.

Someone had blundered. 
Afterward, friends of General. Lan- 


ham, thinking of Kimmel and Short and others who had suffered 
for failures beyond their power to forfend, were inclined to suspect 
sabotage by someone in the employ of the dry-cleaner who does the 
general's uniforms. 


But, why, alors? Alors is a 


French word meaning "bring me 
the bread well toasted and the 
butter 
and the confiture." 
It 


means everything. So why, alors, 
would an employee in the estab- 
lishment of the reparationer of the 
pantalons of soldiers-commit sabo- 
tage on the General Lanham's 
zipper?

When Not to Open Canasta .

"The other night," relates an 


Oswego correspondent, "I wanted 
to open a closed canasta that my 
side had melded early in the hand. 
I wanted to see how many deuces 
or jokers had been used in canas- 
ta because I was trying to count 
up the entire meld. 


"My problem was whether or 


not to meld out at that moment. 
I was willing to meld out if my 
score would then be below 3000 
points, but I intended to keep the 
hand going if we were already 
over that mark.

"The trouble was that I had 


forgotten which cards were used 
in the closed canasta,

"My attempt to open the ca- 


nasta started quite a discussion. 
My opponents were quite sure I 
had no right to open the canasta. 
What's more, they thought I< was 
crazy for trying to count so care- 
fully.

questions up to you. 


"Did I have the right to open 


the canasta?. 


"Was I crazy to be counting 


the melds so carefully?"

Once a canasta has been closed 


it may be opened for any reason 
at nil during the turn in which it 
is closed and also during the next 
player's turn.

If you take a wild card out of 


your hand and try to add it to a

put your wild card elsewhere.

preparing cellucotton, t e a r i n g 
cloth to proper size and basting 
them together properly to make 
the dressing. These are to be in- 
spected, packed and labeled and a 
permanent record of this informa- 
tion kept.

Security Law 
Not Enforced, 
Says Senator 


WASHINGTON. (AP)—Senator 


Mundt (R-SD) today accused the 
administration 
of "gross negli- 


gence and inexcusable delay" in 
putting the Internal security law 


passed last September Into effect. 


Mundt. one of the prime movers 


behind tho bill, said he would not 
go all the way, however, with a 
proposal by Senator Eastland CD- 
Miss) that "thousands of Com- 
niunist conspirators now in the 
country" be rounded up immed- 
iately. 


Instead, Mundt told a reporter 


he would favor a resolution "re- 
quiring the president to put the 
whole act into operation." 


Mundt said the administration 


should bo called On to go ahead 
with enforcement of the 
law, 


which was passed over President 
Truman's veto, and then, "after 
this screening," proceed with the 
detention provisions. 


Among the law's many pro- 


visions are requirements for reg- 
istration of Communist and Com- 
munist-front organizations, denial 
of federal jobs and passports to 
Communists and tightened immi- 


gration barriers against subversive 
aliens. 


It also provides, subject to court 


review, for the apprehension and 
detention of persons who there 
is reasonable ground to believe 
would engage in espionage or 
sabotage. This is operative, how- 
ever, only upon a declaration of 
an internal security emergency 
based on war, invasion or insur- 
rection. 


A bill introduced yesterday by 


Eastland would have the effect of 
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putting "under lock and key as 
soon as possible" approximately 
50,000 "disciplined Communists, of 
whom approximately $20,000 are 
identifiable hardened agents of 
the Kremlin who are working 
night and day as the vanguard of 
those who would destrov us."

Britons Ready 
To Fight New 
Aggression

Truman. They are to have one 
more meeting tomorrow before 
Churchill leaves Washington on 
Saturday. 


Churchill began his address by 


saying that all his conferences 
here were aimed so that "we can 
do our best for the common 
cause." 


He said, "I have not come here 


to ask you for money." 


But quickly he said that Britain 


must have American help if it 
is to meet the defense production 
goals it has set. 


"It is for you to judge." he said 


how much aid Britain should re- 
ceive. 


But whether the United States 


provide "much or little," Churchill 
declared, the British nations will 
continue to make a maximum ef- 
fort to strengthen the defenses of 
the free world. 


Of aid, Churchill said that he 


had come to the United States to 
ask "not for gold, but for steel, 
not for favors but for equipment." 


This is necessary, he declared, 


not to aid British recovery, in 
which he expressed confidence, but 
to assist Britain in building its 
defenses. 


He docs not ask aid, he em- 


phasized, to "Make 'ife more 
comfortable" for Britons. 


Churchill was greeted by thun- 


derous cheers when he came be- 
fore the legislators. In the packed 
galleries were diplomats of many 
nations. 


President Truman, leaving the 


spotlight of the moment entirely 
to his British visitor, was not 
present. 
But Mrs. Truman was 


in the presidential gallery. 


It was the third address Chur- 


chill has delivered to the U. S. 
congress as prime minister of Brit- 
ain. He spoke before it twice dur- 
ing World War II—on Dec. 26, 
1941, and again on March 19, 1943. 


He alluded to this early in his 


address, speaking of it as his 
"good fortune." 


He recalled, too, an address he 


made at Fulton, Mo., and requoted 
in part the words he spoke then: 


"Let no one underrate the abid- 


ing power of the British empire." 
He added: 


"I am very glad to say the same 


to you here today." 


Many Changes 


Churchill spoke of the many 


changes in international relation- 
ships that have developed since 
World War II. 


He noted that some 
former 


enemies now are allies and some 
former allies now are antagonis- 
tic. 


Speaking of Communist Rus- 


sia, he said: 


"It is not the fauult of the West- 


ern powers if a great gulf has 
opened between us." 


Expressing confidence the West- 


ern world can meet any threat, he 
said that if the English speaking 
nations combine their industry and 
science "there will be no quiver- 
ing balance of power to offer 
temptation to aggression." 


Churchill noted that the United 


States had expected China to be 
one of the "Big Four" after the 
last war, and added: 


"I was always a bit skeptical." 
The prime minister said that al- 


though Communism now controls 
the Chinese mainland, eventually 
he expects China to throw off 
Communism. 


His audience laughed heartily 


when he quoted a Chinese proverb: 
"The tail of China is large and 
will not be wagged." 


Churchill 
lauded 
the- United 


States for opposing Communism 
in the Far East and the Red Chin- 
ese aggression in Korea. 


He said the United States was 


"bearing nine tenths or more of 
the burden in Korea which the 
United Nations has nominally as- 
sumed."

St. Louis C. of C. Says City 
A Mecca for 'Racket* Suits 


ST. LOUIS —(AP)— Quick and 


sharp criticism greeted a St. Louis 
chamber of commerce announce- 
ment last night that the group 
will set up a special bureau of in- 
quiry to fight rackets, particularly 
the damage suit business here. 


The rebuttal was voiced by the 


president of the Bar association, 
angered by what he termed "a 
charge that lawyers, courts, wit- 
nesses and juries here are cor- 
rupt." 


The critical comment by Presi- 


dent William E. Buder of the Bar 
association was made in a pre- 
pared statement released shortly 
after the chamber of commerce 
announced its plans. 


Calls It a Racket 


In disclosing the organization's 


plans, chamber of commerce presi- 
dent George C. Smith described 
personal injury claims here as "an 
advanced form- of racketeering." 


St. Louis, he said, has a reputa- 


tion for large awards in personal 


injury suits and has become "a 
recognized national mecca'1 for 
such litigation. 


Seeks Evidence 


Buder challenged Smith to re- 


veal any evidence the chamber of 
commerce may have of profession- 
al misconduct among St. Louis 
lawyers. He said the Bar associa- 
tion would be glad to accept it and 
"pursue it with utmost zeal." 


"It \vi\l not do," Buder said, "to 


charge by implication that lawyers 
generally are racketeers, or that 
the citizen's right to file a dam- 
age suit is a racket." 


In explaining the need for a 


special bureau, Smith said damage 
suit lawyers are organized and 
that to protect its interests the 
business community also must or- 
ganize. 


No Comment 


Another St. Louis professional 


group, The Medical Society, de- 
clined to make immediate com- 


ment on the chamber's announce- 
ment. 


Dr. Jerome I. Simon, president 


of the group, said the Medical So- 
ciety will wait until after its regu- 
lar council meeting before making 
comment.

Peel onions and remove tops. 


Simm«r in salted water until al- 
most tender; drain.

skillet: Add the minced onion, 
celery, and parsley. Cook a few 
minutes, add bread crumbs, ground 
ham, salt, pepper. Moisten with 
vegetable stock (the water in 
which onions cooked), and mix 
well. Fill onion shells. 


Bake in covered pan in a moder- 


ate oven (350 degrees F.) for 30 
minutes. Remove the cover the 
last few minutes of baking so the 
onions will brown. 


Sausage and Squash

Two acorn squash, or 1 small- 


sized winter squash, salt and pep- 
per, 1 pound bulk sausage. 


Cut acorn squash in halves or 


winter squash into four pieces and 
remove seeds and stringy portion.

Cancer Chemistry 


NEW YORK,

kinds of cancer cells can't carry 
out a simple chemical reaction to 
protect themselves from cell poi- 
sons, Dr. John 
A. Jacquez of 


Sloan-Kettering Institute reports. 


He exposed cancer cells 
and 


normal mouse cells, in test tubes, 
to a poison that damaged both. 
When a second chemical was ad- 
ded, the normal cell was protect- 
ed from the poison, by perform- 
ing a reaction between the two. 
But the cancer cells didn't have 
this mechanism, and were dam- 
aged. Cancer tissue showed less 
ability to make this chemical step 
than normal tissues, he 
found, 


and some types of cancer couldn't 
do it at all. The study may of- 
fer a step toward better chemi- 
cal control of cancer.

Retail prices of some brands ol 


coffee and ice cream advanced a 
little in many stores this week, 
and the boosts were expected to 
become more general in the weeks 
ahead. 


Most shortening and margarine 


brands, on the other hand, de- 
clined one or two cents a pound, 
reflecting recent reductions in raw 
materials costs. Salad oils also 
were a trifle lower. 


Prices of both eggs and butter 


leveled off after last week's de- 
clines, and butter even turned up- 
ward in some places as consumer 
price resistance faded. 


Meats and poultry held about 


steady. Smoked hams, pork loin 
cuts and frozen fish were stressed 
by several store chains and large 
independent markets for weekend 
advertised specials. 


On most fresh produce counters, 


snap beans, broccoli, cabbage, let- 
tuce and grapefruit were marked 
down slightly, while beets, carrots, 
cucumbers and 
peppers 
edged 


higher. Tangerines, apples, egg- 
plant, escarole, endives, kale, rad- 
ishes and spinach, were plentiful 
generally. Volume shipments of 
lima beans got under way this 
week. Tomatoes were offered in 
a wide quality range, with the 
best bringing fairly high prices. 
Latest arrivals of lettuce showed 
much improved quality over re- 
cent shipments. 


Ice cream went up one to two 


cents a quart in several cities. Pro- 
ducers cited rising dairy producti 
costs and other charges. 
Production and Marketing division 
recommended that food shoppers 
give special attention to ducks as 
a menu attraction during the next 
three weeks because of the abund- 
ant supply. 


Other most-plentiful foods for 


thrifty buying this week, PMA 
said, are frozen ocean perch, froz- 
en whiting, fresh oranges and tan- 
gerines.
